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Gentleman farmer Henry J. Osgood records in his 
1885 historical sketch that the name Loudon is of Scotch 
origin and means “low hills.”’ Our chronicler further 
suggests that when the town split off from Canterbury 
in 1773, this name was selected to honor John Campbell, 
the fourth Earl of Loudoun, whose domain in Scotland 
was similarly covered with low hills. 


Portrayed here is the Earl of Loudoun as he appeared 
to painter Allan Ramsay in 1747. As commander-in-chief 
of British troops in North America, Loudoun ordered 
Major Robert Rogers to organize his celebrated band of 
frontier rangers. 


The name Loudoun is also known because of John 
Loudoun McAdam, who served here as an aide-de-camp 
to the Earl. McAdam, “the father of American road 
building,” invented a road surfacing process in 1810 
which revolutionized road construction around the world. 


Today our town commemorates this noble name in a 
form shortened by American usage.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1976 


We would like to thank the Loudon Bicentennial Com- 
mittee for their hard work and effort, that made for a 
successful year for the National Bicentennial Celebra- 
tion. 


We would also like to thank the Loudon Center Bap- 
tist Church and the Loudon Improvement Association 
for their donations that will be used to complete the 
bathroom facilities and the lawn area at the Town Hall. 


The new fire truck and equipment was purchased and 
it is located at the Ridge Fire Station. We want to thank 
the Fire Department for a good job done in selecting 
this piece of equipment. 


The preparing of a Tax Map for the Town was let out 
for bids, with five proposals received. The contract was 
awarded to the James W. Sewall Company of Old Town, 
Maine. They had three men working during the summer 
and fall months, reviewing property lines and deeds. 
There will be a public hearing in May for you to review 
your property lines on the maps. There will be a repre- 
sentative from the mapping company present to assist 
in answering any questions you may have. We also pur- 
chased special files to store all the tax map material. 


The purchase of the Lafond lot was completed and a 
survey was done on this lot and the present dump lots, 
to establish the boundaries. A sand pit was cleared and 
opened on these lots and the septic sewerage disposal pit 
was relocated and enclosed with a fence. 


As you all know, July is the dead line on burning 
dumps, so we are faced with a change in the disposing 
of our waste. We have attended several meetings with 
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Pittsfield, Barnstead, Chichester, Epsom, and Gilmanton. 
The first four towns have approval for an incinerator to 
be located at the present Pittsfield dump site. These four 
towns would gladly accept Loudon and Gilmanton, by 
purchasing another incinerator, with the cost to be 
assumed by Loudon and Gilmanton, plus the average 
cost of $3.00 per capita and the cost of hauling the rub- 
bish to the incinerator. The Town would also have to 
maintain a stump and metal dump. 


We are proposing a sanitary landfill operation for the 
Town and have visited Boscawen’s sanitary landfill oper- 
ation and found it economically more feasible. We feel 
that using the present dump area and the abutting La- 
fond lot, we can have a similar operation. The State has 
reviewed these lots and assures us that it is suitable for 
a landfill operation. We will have to have test borings 
to find the ground water level and the site will have to be 
cleared. We feel that this can be handled with our exist- 
ing equipment. 


We wish to thank all the Town Officers and property 
owners for their assistance over the past year.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The first project undertaken this year was the com- 
plete rebuilding of Stanials Bridge which has now been 
rated in excess of twelve (12) ton. Both approaches were 
repaired and hard surfaced. This bridge should require 
little or no maintenance for several years to come. 


Three hundred (300) yard of cold-patch was mixed, and 
disposition was focussed on the areas most requiring it. 


Construction of our own salt storage area on Youngs 
Hill Road, which extends behind the highway garage has 
made accessability to the salt supply more advantageous, 
and is the first step in centralizing our winter salt, sand, 
and equipment to insure that when required, the high- 
way crewmen can act as expeditiously as possible. 


General town road improvements required that three 
hundred fifty (850) feet of culvert be installed, and their 
installation should prove satisfactory in handling the 
spring runoff in their respective areas. 


The road between School Street and Lovejoy Road 
which runs in front of the Lester Batchelder residence 
was completely rebuilt and opened for traffic. This road 
will undoubtedly be appropriately named in the future, 
but is now referred to as Batchelder Road, or Hardy Road 
Extension. 


Thus far this winter, approximately three hundred 
(300) tons of salt has been spread on the hard surfaced 
roads, with the rest of February and the complete month 
of March yet ahead of us. It is believed that the purchase 
of salt in adequate quantity is a priority expenditure, 
and that a sufficient supply should be guaranteed for 
proper winter maintenance, for the safety of all. 
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This season, we were hit with the worst winter in 
terms of fast and total snowfall, that we have experi- 
enced in the past fifteen years, coupled with, and ha- 
rassed by, frequent equipment failure and breakdowns, 
making it virtually impossible to maintain the approxi- 
mately 60.4 miles of town roads to my satisfaction, not 
to mention the satisfaction of all the townspeople. No 
one of course, can anticipate what each season will bring, 
however, with the cooperation from the town Officials, 
and adequate preparation, I am confident that the High- 
way department can meet all challenges that may arise 
in the future. 


With all the hardships and misfortunes endured over 
the past season, I wish to thank the Townspeople for 
their indulgence and understanding, and with the ex- 
perience gained over the past few months, I will put it to 
good use and strive to improve the capability and effi- 
ciency of the Loudon Highway Department.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
1976 


The new dispatch system through the Merrimack 
County Sheriff Department has proven to be a great asset 
in that it has increased the responsiveness and subse- 
quently the effectiveness in all emergency situations as 
well as routine functions. The cost of this dispatch con- 
tract service for 1976 totaled a town share of one thou- 
sand dollars ($1,000.00). This service provided an all 
immediate twenty-four hour communications network 
from County to the Loudon Police Department, and all 
logging of data and calls for future reference. It provides 
a communications network far surpassing that of any- 
thing in the past. Response from emergency vehicles 
such as ambulance, wrecker, and medical aid (Fire Dept.) 
has been significantly improved under this system of 
communications and dispatch. The estimated cost for 
this service in 1977 will increase over 1976, however, to 
maintain a full time dispatch service using our own 
equipment, facilities, and personnel would cost many 
times more and would still not provide Twenty-four hour 
service. To keep this program working effectively, it is 
of great importance that the townspeople take advantage 
of this dispatch system. By calling the number 228-1631 
and explaining your problem, you can be guaranteed 
immediate notification by radio to your local Police De- 
partment and subsequently receive an immediate re- 
sponse. 


This service has been a great factor in the proper dis- 
patching of 2,100 complaints from March 1976 through 
December 1976. In addition to the above telephone com- 
plaints, there have been 3,398 radio transmissions be- 
tween the Loudon Police Department and Merrimack 
Dispatch. 
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Your Police Department, now employing a full time 
Police Chief, now carries a total of nine (9) special offi- 
cers for routine and special duties. These officers are 
involved in a continuing training program covering such 
subjects as: Cruiser Patrol, DWI Arrest, Liquor Law 
Violations, Breathalyzer-familiarization, Court Proce- 
dures and General Investigations. Instructors from the 
New Hampshire State Police, County Sheriff Department, 
and the Loudon Municipal Judge, have been instrumental 
in making this program a meaningful success. 


I would like to take this opportunity to state that the 
1976 motorcycle weekend, held in the Town of Loudon, 
was virtually trouble free from a criminal standpoint, 
compared to prior years. Eliminating the roadside camp- 
ing reduced the number of arrest and unnecessary prob- 
lems. Property damage was reduced significantly during 
this period as compared to previous years. 


Since I took the office as your Chief of Police, the 
activities of the department from March 1976 through 
December 1976 are as follows:

All unfounded violations listed above are still and will 
remain under investigation by the department. 
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From March through December 1976, approximately 
55,000 cruiser miles were traveled on Loudon primary 
and secondary roads in an attempt to reduce the number 
of potential criminal activity in this area. The present 
police cruiser has turned a total of one hundred two thou- 
sand miles (102,000) and the upkeep of this vehicle is 
proving to be very costly, therefore, I am requesting a 
new police cruiser (Police Package) in the 1977 police 
budget. 


This year we purchased a new radar system for the 
Police cruiser, with financial assistance from the High- 
way Safety Commission. The department also purchased 
a set of strobe lights and a Paging unit. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation to my 
fellow Special Officers of the New Hampshire State 
Police, Merrimack County Sheriff’s Department, and 
the Loudon Board of Selectmen for their cooperation 
and support during my past year tenure as Loudon Police 
Chief.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Depart- 
ment has recognized the fact that forest fire prevention 
and suppression is a joint state and town or city respon- 
sibility. Local authorities recommend names of persons 
to the State Forester, who appoints one person as town 
or city fire warden and several other persons as town or 
city deputy fire wardens to a three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of 
all outside fires, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, by issuing a written permit for kindling a fire. 
Permits are only issued at such times and in such places 
as the fire warden deemsaas safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest 
fire organization in modern forest fire prevention and 
suppression tactics. The State also provides backup per- 
sonnel and equipment for suppression and prevention 
activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted 
in one of the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in 
the United States for the past 20 years.

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CENTRAL NEW HAMPSHIRE REGIONAL 
PLANNING COMMISSION 


At the end of 1976 and six years of operation, the 
Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission 
had completed several studies of a regional as well as a 
local assistance nature. 


During 1976 the Commission completed the following 
studies: an historic preservation report listing significant 
historic sites by community, a community facilities in- 
ventory for each community, a study outlining the im- 
pact of institutional tax exempt properties within each 
community. Currently the Commission is preparing a 
future land use study, a housing needs update study and 
an economic base study, all from a regional perspective. 


Recently the Commission supplied a set of photo- 
graphic enlargements which were requested by the Se- 
lectmen and which serve as a base for the Town tax map. 


During September and October of 1976 the Commis- 
sion co-sponsored a series of seminars dealing with the 
legal aspects of planning. Several officials from Loudon 
attended and the entire series received favorable com- 
ment. 


In addition, the Commission has provided assistance to 
the Planning Board and Selectmen in the interpretation 
of State laws. 


The Commission hopes to be able to continue to serve 
the needs of its member communities in future years and 
greatly appreciates the past support of its activities by 
the Town of Loudon. 
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LOUDON BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The Bicentennial Quilt which was made under the 
auspices of the Loudon Extension Group is truly beauti- 
ful and pictures of the quilt are still available. 


We had our own Loudon Bicentennial Coins minted 
and still have a supply of all the different kinds — 
bronze, pewter and sterling silver. 


Held a poster contest for the Loudon Grade School 
students and the first three prize winners’ posters were 
placed in the Town Time Capsule. 


Formed a Militia Unit under the direction of Captain 
Arthur Austin, which participated in several functions 
during the year. It is hoped that the Unit will stay active. 


On April 18 we were declared a Bicentennial Com- 
munity at ceremonies held at the Town Hall, where we 
were presented with a Bicentennial Flag by Dr. J. Duane 
Squires. Our N. H. Conestoga Wagon was on display that 
day where many townspeople signed the Wagon Train 
Scrolls. The three ministers also participated in the ser- 
vice and the Declaration of Independence was read. Sev- 
eral persons also enjoyed a picnic that day. 


As many signatures were gathered as possible and on 
May 19th, our Loudon Scrolls were taken to Concord 
via horseback riders in the pouring rain, for ceremonies 
that night and then the scrolls were placed in the N. H. 
Conestoga Wagon to be carried to Valley Forge. The 
persons escorting the scrolls were Heidi Stillman, Kelli 
Rattee, James Greenwood, David Greenwood, Jr., and 
David Greenwood, Sr. 
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On June 12th we gathered at the Village flag pole to 
participate in the 21 day flag salute (June 19 to July 4) 
with the ringing of the church bell and the firing gun 
salute by our Militia Men. Two additional flags were 
placed here for the displaying of the Bicentennial and 
N. H. State flags, as well as spotlights to illuminate the 
American Flag. 


All bells in the town were rung for two minutes on 
July 4th, as were all bells around the world. After this 
the Loudon Time Capsule was loaded with the various 
items the local townspeople wished to put into it and 
then it was sealed by our Captain Austin, put into the 
prepared hole and covered by other Militia men. After 
a poll was taken, it was decided to uncover this capsule 
at Loudon’s 250th birthday. An old fashioned church 
service was held for all townspeople at the Loudon Cen- 
ter Baptist church and then a roast beef and chicken 
barbecue was enjoyed, sponsored by the local V.F.W. 
chapter, after which folk dancing was enjoyed with mu- 
sic played by Dudley Laufman and his group from Can- 
terbury. 


In August we combined forces with the American 
Legion and Old Home Day Committees for the obser- 
vance of the Field Days celebration for the bicentennial 
year. We sponsored a very beautiful parade, after which 
prizes were awarded and the visiting Militia groups held 
a mock battle on the school grounds. With the help of 
very efficient cooks (Emerson and Joan Moore) we spon- 
sored a very successful chicken barbecue. 


Loudon Bicentennial License Plates were also pro- 
duced and we still have a supply of these, which we have 
permission to display on our vehicles thru 1977.
